Jet propulsion was the subject 
of research in the Midlands long 
before Sir Frank Whittle began 
work on it, -A patent granted to 
John Barber, Gentleman, ‘of 
“Attleborough ~Jn- the ~ parish of 
Nuneaton in 1791, describes how 
‘inflammable alr" was produced 
by heating coal, wood, oi! ant 
other materials in a retort. 

Then the gas was pumped Into 
a chamber ond “mixed with 
the atmosphere” after which it 
would “take fire upon appliica~ 
tion of a match or candle and 
rush out with great rapidity in 
one continuous stream of fire.” 

If o jet of water was added to 
the firing mixture, the stream 
was. considerably augmented 
both In quantity and velocity, 
Aviation engineers now cail_this 
process water Injection, Even 
162 ycars ago there was a prac- 
tical suggestion for using tho 
process.

concessions under the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, and with 
a needle Congressional fizht com- 
ing next year, there is obviously 
some permanence in the U.S, 
tariff and In the administrative 
procedures which vre often worse 
trade barriers than the tariff, 

If the BIS is right, there fs an 
obvious prospect of unhealthiness 
in world trade, which might} 
react on the U.S, economy. Since 
the economy dominates world! 
trade, there is inter-action,. The 
US. cannot have — assured 
prosperity unless world trade vis 
healthy, and world trade cannat 
be healthy unless the U.S. is 
prosperous, 


TO BE SEEN 


Considering such things as 
France's parlous cconomic situa- 
tion, and the inadequate reflux of 
British reserves while the U.S, 
hos been booming, it remains to 
be seen how such countries will 
fare ifthe U.S. has anything less 
thin a boom, Even a successful 
braking of the U.S, economy— 
down from 75 to 60 miles an hour 
without ony appy 7 joli—- 
tight still_ nut. be. geod_ enough 
for them. As during -the past 
several =omont ;

No doubt, if there were a 
slump or even a serious setback, 
the U.S, would reverse many of 
ité present — polleies;: monetary 
policies certainly; fiscal policy 
probably; commercial and tariff 
potley very. doubtful (protec- 
tlonism might be aggravated by 
a slump); attitude to the price 
of gold conceivably. But all 
this bexs the question of how to 
avold a slump or sericus setback. 

Incidentally, the BIS docs not 
come out for oa higher price of 
gold. In contradiction of some 
other students, it calculates that 
in Deeember 1952 the net gold 
and foreign exchange holdings of 
couttrics other than the United 
States represented about the 
same proportion of the valuc uf 
their annual imports—some 30 
per cent—as_ they had done in 
1913 and 1928. 

But, it adds, there are grounds 
for. thinking thot the ratio in 
1928 was too low and that in 
any case the relative’ amount of 
reserves desirable at present is 
Probably - precter than ~ that 
required in the 1820s and 
1930s. , 


ANXIOUS DEBATE 


So it reports’ that there is 
‘anxious—-debate— whether the

RUSSIA PRAISED 


Nor will everybody wholly 
endorse the BIS's favourable ac- 
count of its two carliest converts, 
Belgium and Italy. 


Even for Western Germany, 
where it reports that n flexible 
eredit policy has created ‘an 
abundant flow of genuine 
domestic savings’ which have 
enablod the undertaking of a 
large volume of investment, the 
BIS complains that savings ore 
stl chanelicd to a dangerous 
extent vin the banking system, 
as there has been considerable 
delay in re-establishing wide and: 
effective capital markets. 

Its white-headed boys are
